Out of this situation there arose the necessity for an 


information office which, practically speaking, hes func- 
tions which differ from those of the former Comintern. 


We Communists who ere Marxists and consequently interra- 
tionalists must develop a national policy in order to s= 
vhieve internationalism 
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When the Marxist idoology could not yet be comprehended, 
the need was felt to create the Comintern so that all 
Cormmist parties of the world, then considered national 
sections of the larger party, would have a guide for the 
realization of their progrem. Today, however, now that 
the consciousness of the working classes is mature, the 
need for an information office was felt. 


Furthormore, in viety of the attempt to sot up the Mar~ 
shall Plan to dominate the industries and commerce of 
the world which because of superproduction and egoistic 
interests could produce a wor situation, there ‘should 
exist an inforration office with the aim of denouncing 
to public opinion tho measures being used by America 
to inject itself into the politics of European coun- 
triese 


The function of this information office will be to in- 
form the world of the gradual drift toward war into _ 
which the American ruling groups wish to precipitate © 
Europes 


If we are able to defend the intorests of our om 
house by continually denouncing capitd ist sins, we 
will succeed in avoiding the danger of war and achiev~-
